Huntsville, Ala., Sept. 7. After setting fire | 


to the jail and smoking out the prisoner, while 
the fire department waa held at bay with 
guns and the sheriff, his deputies, and the 
soldiers “ outwitted,”” a mob, estimated at 
more than 2,000 persons, tonight lynched 
Horace Maples, a negro, accused of murder- 
ing John Waldrop. Maples was hanged on a 
tree on the courthouse lawn. 


Plead for Law and Order. 

This action of the mob was taken notwith- 
standing the strong protests made by Solic- 
itor Erle Pettus and H. Wallace Jr. in stir- 
ring speeches, in which they pleaded for law 
and order. ¥ 

The crowd began to gather this afternoon, 
and tonight, as soon as the details of the 
crime spread throughout the country, in 
which Waldrop had a number of friends, and 
before the militia, which was ordered from 
Birmingham by Gov.

HOLDUP IN BUSY STREET. 


FOUR MEN ROB SALOON AT CON- 
GRESS AND OGDEN AVENUE. 


Three of the Highwaymen Are Masked 
and They Station Guards at Doors 
While Robbing Bartender, Proprie- 
tor, and Patron, Who Then Are Shut 
in Closet While the Thieves Flee— 
Pedestrians Are Passing While the 
Crime Is Committed.

The fourth of a series of holdups in the 
vicinity of the county hospital eccurred last 
evening at the saloon of Ritter Bros., Ogden 
avenue and Congress street, The thieves 
entered the place shortly after 10 o'clock, 
when street cars and scores of 
were passing, and persons on the platform 
of the Ogden avenue station of the Metro- 
politan elevated line could witness the acts 
of the holdup men. 

William J, Ritter, the proprietor, and D. F. 
Simonds, proprietor of the Ogden floral store, 
848 West Harrison street, who was buying 4 
sandwich, and the barkeeper were in the 
saloon when four men entered, each with 
a revolver. The bartender, Robert Dick, 
sprang for a revolver on the bac": bar, but 
a warning cry ‘rom his employer halted him. 


Station Guards at Doors. 


Stationing two guards at the doors the 
other thieves searched the three men, taking 
$25 and a watch from Ritter, 882 and.a watch 
from Simonds, and $17 from the bartender. 
The cash register then was opened and the 
receipts of the day, about $50, stolen. 

The leader of the thieves, who was about 
30 years old, was the only member of the 
quartet who did not wear a mask, and he 
proceeded about the work deliberately. 

His companions, apparently less than 20 
years old, were nervous, and the revolver 
levéled at the victims while the elder man 
was searching their pockets trembled per- 
ceptibly. 

After the robbery the victims were pushed 
into: a small closet at the rear of the bar. 
Then the thieves left the place. At the door 
they were met by August Vest, the porter, 
who had witnessed the holdup through a 
window. Vest huried a butcher knife at the 
fleeing thieves, and one of the men fired a 
shot at him. 


Same Men Rob Another Saloon. 


Fifteen minutes after the robbery of Ritter 
Bros. four men who are supposed by the po- 
lice to have been the same bandits held up 
the saloon of J. F. Fox, 386 Paulina street, 
Three of the highwaymen were masked. The 
proprietor and Samuel Welinsky, 384 Paulina 
street, were in the saloon. 

The robbers took $44 and a watch from Fox 
and $36 and a watch from Welinsky. Then 
the tWo men were shut in the ice box and the 
thieves fled.

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KILLED WHILE AT PLAY. 


STREET CAR CRUSHES ONE BOY 
AND INJURES ANOTHER. 


While Effort Is Making to Extricate 
Body of Maneio Manzello at Crosby 
and Larrabee Streets Crowd of Near- 

ly 1,500 Italians Gathers and Threat- 

ens the Motorman and Conductor 

Timely Arrival of Police Prevents 

Violence—Crew Is Arrested, 


Playing tag,“ Maneio Manzello, 7 years 
old, and Stephen Lascolle, 6 years old, last 
evening ran on to the car tracks at Crosby 
and Larrabee streets. They failed to see an 
approaching Southport avenue trolley, and 
the older boy was crushed beneath the wheels 
and instantly killed. His playmate was 
thrown unconscious into the gutter, severely 
cut and bruised. 

Within five minutes, while passengers 
struggled to lift the heavy vehicle from the 
tracks to extricate the body of Manelo, nearly 
1,500 Italian dents of the neighborhood 
had surrounded the conductor and motor- 
man, shouting for vengeance. Only the 
promptness of the police prevented violence. 

Maneio was struck by the fender and car- 
ried nearly seventy-five feet, the car stopping 
in front of 33 Crosby street, where the boy 
lived. When the trolley. was stopped the 
body of the child was under the rear steps 
of the car. Stephen was carried to his pa- 
rents, and not until several minutes later, 
when the boy was revived,’ was it learned 
than Manzello had been killed. Then a crowd 
began to gather. 


Car Crew Holds Crowd at Bay. 
Patrick Reardon, who had carried Las- 
colle from the gutter where he had beer 
thrown, boarded the front platform and told 
the motorman, Axel Anderson, to arm him- 
self with the controller and to strike any 


Fred Smith, the conductor, also was on the 
front platform and stood near Anderson and 
Reardon ready to assist them in repelling 
the crowd if it should attack. 

A patrol wagon filled with policemen ar- 
rived while the crowd was most threatening 
and Anderson and Smith were taken to the 
station and the crowd was dispersed.

MAY TAKE DRASTIC ACTION

City Authorities Threaten to Close Doors 
of Playhouses Whose Managers Have 
Not Signed Agreement. 


Because nearly all of the local theater man- 
agers have failed to sign the agreement and 
give the new $25,000 bond called for in the 
ordinance extending until Noy. 1 the time of 
complying with the law, the city authorities 
are threatening drastic action and the possi- 
bie closing of the doors. f 

Punishment is also in store for those man 
agers who have not paid their part of the 
wages of city firemen detailed at their 
theaters. 

Acting Corporation Counsel Sexton yes- 
terday requested Building Commissioner 
Williams to give formal notice immediately 
requiring the theater managers to sign the 
agreement and give the bond. 

“If they fail to do so within twe days,” 
said Mr. Sexton, “I think they should be 
closed. Certainly one day will give time 
enough to go to the city hall and sign the 
papers and bonds. | 

Only the Garrick and Mevicker's theaters 
have signed the agreement, and they have 
not filed the bonds. 

„All the theaters, except the Trocadero 
and Criterion, I believe, have trouble with 
the city om account of firemen’s salaries. 
They are obliged to pay two-thirds of the 
amounts. Failure to pay the flremen's wages 
should be punished by revocation of the 
amusement license, closing the theater, or 
prosecution under the ordinance.”

Vermont has gone republican by 32,000. 
During the last seven national elections, the 
Green Mountain state has been an accurate 
political barometer. Of course Vermont is 
always republican. But when her repub- 
lican plurality has exceeded 25,000 the re- 
publicans have always carried the house and 
the presidency. When her plurality has 
fallen below 25,000 the democrats have al- 
ways carried the house, and, with one ex- 
ception, the presidency. That exception was 


23.735, but Hayes had a majority of one in 
the electoral column owing to the decision of 
the electoral commission. Tilden practically 
won the election, Hayes being returned by 
the electoral votes of several southern states 
where the whites were disfranchised. 

But too much reliance must not be placed 
on what may have been a series of coin- 
cidences. The fact that Vermont has gone 
republican by 32,000 does not certainly-fore- 
cast the result in November, but merely in- 
dicates the present drift of sentiment along 
the northeastern seaboard and in up state 
New York. And it were an error to assume 
that the political impulses which direct that 
section of the country will necessarily have 
influence in this section of the country, or ip 
states farther west. Indeed, it is well known 
that the same issue, or personality, which 
attracts voters in the east often repels them 
in the west and vice versa. 

The leading issue in the Vermont cam- 
paign was that one joyously selected by the 
democrats, and thankfully accepted by the 
republicans—the personality of Roosevelt.

TAXES AND THE AMENDMENT. 

It was stated in Tum TRIBUN® yesterday 
that Mr. Deneen had discovered, while cam- 
paigning in southern Illinois, that the people 
have a singularly erroneous idea as to the 
object of the charter amendment. They see 
in it an attempt on the part of the city to 
escape its burden of taxes. 

There is in the amendment one sentence 
relating to taxation. It is that the general 
assembly “ may provide for the assessment 
of property and the levy and collection of 
taxes within said city for corporate pur- 
poses in accordance with the principles of 
“equality and uniformity prescribed by this 

Prior to the adoption of the present con- 
stitution there was one assessment on which 
‘state and county taxes were levied and an- 
other made by city officials on which city 
taxes were levied. If there were to be a re- 
turn to that old system Chicago’s propor- 
tion of state and county taxes would be no 
smaller than it is now. If the assessment 
made for such purposes were proportion- 
ately too low the state board of equalization 
would raise it. 

Nor if the city had an assessing and taxing 
system of its own would there be any reduc- 
tion in the total amount of taxes paid for 
municipal purposes. It is much more prob- 
able that there would be an increase if the 
municipality was in urgent need of revenue. 

The object of the amendment is not to 
escape taxes for state or local, purposes. 
That is something which never has entered 
the head of any Chicagoan. The only object 
is to get a measure of self-government and 

better government, which cannot be had 
while the city: is cramped by unwise consti- 
tutional restrictions.

WORK FOR NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 

The American Sunday School union, which 
has an office at 153 La Salle street, recently 
completed its eightieth year’s work for the 
neglected children of the country. 

If all the scholars and teachers who 
enrolied in the schools organized by 
American Sunday School union last year 


abreast in ranks, allowing three feet to each 
rank, in good marching order, there: would 
be a picturesque Sunday school army arrayed 
in solid phalanx more than eleven ‘miles 
long.

the recent troubie between the sublime porte 
and the United States, He used the extraor- 
dinary influence which he possesses over the 
padishah to induce him to withhold the con- 
cessions to which the grand vizier had 
pledged himself in connection with the 
rights of Americans in Turkey, and it was 
not until Ferid Pasha, the grand vizier, 
had offered his resigriaiion to the sultan, in 
u long .memorandum ' protesting bitterly 
against the interference of-Izzet Pasha, that 
the Ottoman ruler at length gave way and 
consented to accord to United: States citi- 
zens. and missions the same privileges and 
treatment that are enjoyed by those of 
France, Germany, Great Britain, and of 
other foreign powers in his dominions. 
* 

It ia, in fact, to Izzet Pasha, popularly. 
known as El Arab (the Arab), that must 
be ascribed most of the sultan's difficulties 
with foreign powers during the last ten or 
fifteen. years. His title, as given. in the 
Almanach de Gotha, is private secretary 
of the sultan for foreign affairs.” But in 
reality he is a great deal more, and at the 
palace of Yildiz Kiosque he is known by a 
Turkish title which, translated into English, 
means, “ communicator of the verbal com- 
mands of his imperial majesty,’’ and it is only 
occasionally that the leading statesmen of 
the empire and the foreign ambassadors— 
though not the mere ministers—can obtain 
direct access to Abdul Hamid, and a hearing 
from him, without going through Izzet 
Pasha. 

It was as a magistrate of the Tidjaret, 
a mixed court which tries cases Involving 
the interests of foreigners and Ottoman 
subjects, that he first attracted the attention 
of the sultan. The latter took him into his

The moment that any one is unfortunate 
enough to offend Izzet, or to incur his sus- 
‘picion or jealousy, he immediately creates 
in the sultan’s mind the belief that the per- 
sonage in question is engaged in some con- 
spiracy against the throne, and, without 
any trial or. hearing, the dignitary is seized. 
hurried on board a ship, and conveyed to 
some port on the coast of Syria or of Tripoli, 
whence he is dispatched to the most remote 
portion of the hinterland, lucky, indeed, if 
he does not get killed on the way by his 
guards, as was Midhat Pasha, on the pretext . 
that he was endeavoring to effect his escape. 


What has especially impressed the sultan 
with the cleverness of Izzet is the manner 
in which the latter has enabled him, by his 
edvice, to play off one of the foreign gov- 
ernments against the other, and to prevent 
any concerted action by the foreign powers 
in connection with the demand for adminis- 
trative reforms. Indeed, Izzet Pasha, in suc- 


the raising of her legation at Stamboul to an 
embassy, managed to secure the support of 
the Russian, Italian, and Austrian am- 
bassadors, by pointing out to them that, 
cwing to the Anglo-American understand- 
ing, such a move would add too much weight 
to British influence at Constantinople. 

Izzet. in fact, has been the chief obstacle 
to reform of every kind since he has had the 
ear of the sultan; and it is also at hisdoor 
that is justly laid the responsibility for the 
massacres of the Armenians and of the 
Christians in Macedonia—massacres destined 
tu enhance the prestige of the sultan with the 
more fanatical element of his Moslem sub- 
jects. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the United 
States has not taken advantage of its re- 
cent difficulty. with the sultan to insist upon 
the elevation of its mission at Constantinople 
tu the rank of a full fledged embassy. Am- 
bassadors have all sorts of prerogatives at 
Constantinople which are denied to mere 
ministers, such as the United States envoy— 
prerogatives which create no end of an im- 
pression upon the native mind with regard 
to the importance of the nation represented. 
Thus, it is only full fedged foreign ambas- 
sadors, grand viziers, and the grand eunuch 
of the imperial seraglio who have the right 
to use caiques, or state barges with five 
pairs of oars. Ordinary Turkish cabinet 
ministefs and foreign envoys whose diplo- 
matic rank does not extend beyond that of 
minister plenipotentiary are restricted to 
three. pairs of oars. 

That is to say, the American representa- 
tive has to yield the pas, and to follow 
in the wake of the loathsome individual 
who is the principal guardian of the sultan's 
harem. Minister Leishman gets out of the 
difficulty by always using a steam launch 
and dispensing with the caique. Of course, 


stately, but it has the advantage of ton- 
cealing from the general public the unpleas- 
ant fact that the envoy of the United States 
does not enjoy at Constantinople the same 
rights and prerogatives as the representa- 
tives of the other great powers. 


Sir Francis and Lady Jeune have just 
been placed in deep mourning by the death 
in India of their only son, Francis Jeune, 
a young cavalry officer, serving on the staff 
of Lord Lamington, the governor of Bom- 
bay. With regard to the office of judge 
edvocate general which Sir Francis holds 
in addition to his many other dignities, it 
may be of interest to state that it was first 
created in the reign of King Charles I. As 
long as the sovereign was, not merely the- 
cretically but also practically, the command- 
er in chief, the judge advocate general was 
looked upom as one of the principal members 
of-his military staff. 

In those days he was virtually the prose- 
cutor in connection with ali offenses com- 
mitted not only by soldiers but even b 
civilians in camp. In fact, he was the prin- 
cipal disciplinary officer of the commander in 
chief, royal or otherwise. 

Today the office is modified. The judge 
advocate general no longer acts as a prose- 
cutor, nor cam he appear as witness for 
the prosecution in the court upon which he 
is attending. He holds, as it were, a watch- 
ing brief, and stands midway between the. 
prisoner and the court; without becoming a 
member of the latter, body or having a 
right of interference -with the privileges 
of those who are members. 

On the other hand, all questions relating to 
the procedure, such as the form of charge, 
nature of evidence, etc., are referred to him. 
It is he who is intrusted with the duty of 
seeing that there is no violation of pro- 
cedure, no legal mistakes made in the court- 
martial, and the sentence of the latter can- 
not be carried out until it has received his 
approval or that of one of his deputies, and a 
d ation to the effect that it conforms 
in every respect to the law. It is only 
after he has advised the commanding general 
on this point that the latter permits the 
sentence to be executed.

UNIVERSITY TRAINING FOR BUSINESS CARERE 


WILLIAM R. HARPER, 
President of the University of Chicago.

T is desirable to make a distinction, 
though probably an fll founded one, be- 
tween the phrases business life” and 
“business career.“ The former would 
naturally include the latter; but it seems 

to me that the phrase business career 1s 
too dignified a term to be applied to a large 
proportion of the liv hich may legitimate- 
ly be said to be dev to business. 

A certain number of men who go into busi- 
ness have careers. The number may be small 
relatively; it is, however, large absolutely. 
Here belong those men, and women, who 
prove to be leaders; who are heads of depart- 
ments or superintendents; who direct the 
work of others; who, in a word, are success- 
ful in life, not perhaps in the sense that they 
become wealthy, nor in the sense that they 
alone experience the real enjoyment of life; 
but in the sense that they occupy positions of 
responsibility and have opportunity to de- 
velop their own methods of work, and may 
claim credit for results achieved. It is this 
class of men one naturally has in mind when 
he speaks of university training for a busi- 
ness life or career. 

It goes without saying, perhaps, that so far 
as the business side of life is concerned, one 
would not recommend a university training 
for a man who is to be a shipping clerk, or 
an ordinary bank clerk, or a clerk in a rail- 
road auditor’s office. I do not mean to say 
that such a training would not be of infinite 
value to men in these positions from the 
point of view of life in general. It is neces- 
sary, however, to distinguish between the 
responsibilities and opportunities connected 
directly with a business career itself, or with 


a man’s development in business on the one 
side, and, on the other, that higher life which 


every man is entitled to enjoy to the utmest.

Within a decade or so two points have come 


to be realized; one of these in the business 
the other in the university world. 


men of college training. College men are 


being sought out in practically every kind 
of business for positions of responsibility. 
Experience has shown that the college man, 
although he may not have the technical train- 
ing for this or that particular business upon 


which he enters after leaving college, re- 
quires no long period of time in which to 


overtake the noncollege man who started 


in the same business years before; and to 
overtake means, of course, to outstrip. a 

Here and there may be found a business 
man of large success who, himself a non- 


college man, clings to the old idea that a 


college training does not help aman to pre- 
pare for business. Such men, however, are 
few, and the almost uniform success which 
college men have achieved furnishes evi- 
dence enough that this old fashioned position 
may no longer be maintained. Great busi- 
ness concerns on every side are calling for 
men whose minds haveebeen trained, and 
they are willing to give such men ample op- 
portunity to le the technique of the busi- 
ness which the) are to enter, strongly confi- 
dent that in the end these men will excel. 


Don't Postpone Life Work 

All agreed that a man injures his chances 
for success in a particular profession or line 
of business if he enters upon that work at 
too late a period in his life. Care must be 
taken that the college man, unless his cir- 
cumstancés are of a special character, shall 
not postpone too long the taking u his 
life work. 

But it is even more clear that great risk 
is run in beginning one’s life specialty at too 
early a period. The danger here lies in the 
fact that one’s habits become fixed in a cer- 
tain routine, and only a small proportion of 
those who begin their life work at any early 
date are strong enough to push forward into 
the higher ranks of business. We read now 
and then of a railway president who has come 
up from the position of conductor or train 
dispatcher, but what proportion of conduct- 
ors or train dispatchers ever get beyond 
these positions when they have once been 
fully installed in them? 

The advantage of college training lies in 


the fact that the man thus trained is not 


ordinarily satisfied to remain in a lower po- 

sition; and that, conscious of his ability, he 

presses forward by legitimate means to 

something better and higher. 
— 


New Training Possible. 

The fact which has come to be recognized 
in the college and university world, is that a 
new kind of training is possible for men who 
contemplate a business career. This new 
training, which has already been introduced 
into many of our institutions, does not differ 
in method or spirit from the older training. 
It consists in substituting for certain subjects 
that,form the larger part of the curriculum of 
years gone by certain other subjects which 
have In recent times come into prominence, 
In making these substitutions the college 
recognizes that ‘training is no longer to be 
restricted to the employment of a few sub- 
jects; and that all subjects perhaps may con- 
tribute legitimately to the purpose of dis- 
cipline and culture. The word training 
has come to be used in a larger sense. The 
word “culture” has likewise been greatly 
broadened.

In the afternoon he was the center of an 
open air holiday demonstration of 2,000 farm- 
ers at Albion in republican Edwards county, 
and tonight he addressed and shook hands 
with nearly 1,000 voters and their wives at 
this, the chief town in Wayne county.

For Compulsory Law.

SCOUTS IN WAR GAME TRY 
TO CAPTURE GEN. BELL. 


Commander of Brown Army at Bull Run 
Escape — Maneuvers: 
5 


Has Narrow 
Halt for a Rest. 


Corps Headquarters, Gainesville, Va., Sept. 
7.—A daring attempt was made last night to 
capture Gen. Bell in his headquarters at 
Thoroughfare. The capture was not made 
because Gen. Bell heard of the plan and 
literally took up his bed and walked. He 
secreted himself in a farmhouse near by and 
slept till morning. The capture was planned 
by a scouting party, and undoubtedly would 
have been successful had not Gen. Bell made 
his escape in time. 

The first serious casualty of the maneuvers 
occurred when Private Williams of the Sev- 
enth cavalry, a member of the brown army, 
was shot in the right lung with a wad from 
a blank cartridge. It is thought the wounded 
man will recover. ; 

The first mameuver problem closed at 
noon today, when Gen. Grant's force pushed 
This put 
the blue force within two miles of Thorough- 
fare gap, the objective point. 

However, Gen. Bell had Smith's brigade on 
the right and Barry’s brigade on the left of 
this breach in his line, and Col. Wagner, chief 
umpire, draws no conclusion as to what 


might happen had not hostilities ceased under 


the command previously issued by Gen. Cor- 
bin to cease hostilities at noon, so that the 
tired troops might be given relief. 

During the afternoon the troops returned 
to their respective camps to rest until 9 
o'clock tomorrow morning, when the prob- 
lem will be reversed and the brown army will 
take the field against the blue in the effort to 
strike at Washington. 

‘It ts estimated by army officers that the 
casualties during the two days of fighting 
have depleted the blue army by 1,800 men, 
and the brown from 1,500 to 1,800.
